SPEAKS POI NO ONE BUT THE PUBLIC. 



First SegMou Laiitg But Klfteen 31 In- 
iitcii Wheu AfUouroment I* Taken

Washington, Oct. 11.— The srcond 
fttap In the president's efforts to ef- 
fect a settlement lietween thi' anthra- 
cite coal magnates and the miners has 
Men taken. A few minutes after the 
lK>ur fixed for the confereneo. every 
person who had heen Invited to par- 
ticipate with the exception of Presi- 
dent Oliphant of the Delaware and 
Hudf^n, who tent a peraonal repre- 
sentative, David WilcOB, Tlce presi- 
dent and general counsel ot the road, 
and President Cassatt of the Pennsyl- 
vania road, were present In the sec- 
ond itorjr frdnt room of the present 
executive mansion, where the presi- 
dent since his return from Indianapo- 
lis has transacted such necessary pub- 
lic business as could not be postpon- 
ed. The president during the confer- 
ence was seated In a large invalid 
chair, his left leg extended at full 
length, resting upon a cushu)n, the 
president greeted most cordially each 
of the gueiti, when they appeared and 
when all were Miembled he stated to 
them In' a brief preliminary v way his 
object in calling them tcjgether. The 
president fully realizing the import- 
ance of the oommunleatlon that he 
was to make, had prepared a carefully 
worded paper setting forth In detail 
his position on the pending controv- 
ersy. 

The Rrf«|4«nt'f •p«e9h. 

At the opening of the conference 
Precldent Roosevelt said: 

"I wish to call your attention to the 
fact that there are three parties af- 
fected by the situation in the anthra- 
die trade— the operators, the miners 
a^d the general public. I speak for 
neither the operators, nor the minera. 
but for the general public. The (jues- 
tions at issue which led to the situa- 
tion affect immediately the parties 
concerned — the operators and the 
miners; but the situation itself vitally 
affects the public. As long as there 
seemed to l)e a reasonable hope tlial 
these matters could be adjusted be- 
tween the parties. It did not seem 
proper to me to Intervene in any way. 
I disclaim any right or duly to inter- 
vene in this way uix)n lenal grounds 
or any upon any oSlcial relation that 
I bear to the situation, but the ur- 
gaooy and the terrible nature of the 
catastrophe impending; over a large 
porti<;n of our p.oide in the sliai>e ot 
^ winter fuel famine impels me, after 
much anxious thought to believe that 
my duty requires me to use whatever 
Influence I personally can to bring to 
an end a situation which has become 
literally intolerable. 1 wish to em- 
phasise the character of the situation 
aj^d to say that its gravity is such 
roat I am constrained urgently to in- 
sist that each one of you reatl/.e 
the heavy burden of responsibility 
upon him. We are upon the threshold 
9t winter with an already existing 
eoal famine, the future terrors ot 
which we can hardly yel appreciate. 
The evil poesibllitles made su tar- 
reaching, so appalling that it seems 
to me that you are not only Justified 
in sinking, but required to sink for 
the time being any tenacity as to your 
respective ciairas in the matter at is- 
sue between you. In my Judgment 
the situation imperatively requires 
that you meet upon the common plane 
of the necessltlee of the public. With 
all the earnestness there is in me I 
ask that there be an Immediate re- 
•Vi[|^»tton of opeimtloat in the eofl 
mitaes In tome siieh way as will, with- 
out a day's unnecessary delay meet 
the crying needs of the people. I do 
not invite a discussion of your respec- 
tive claims and positions. I appeal 
to your patriotism, to the spirit that 
sinks personal considerations and 
makes individual sacrifices for the 
general sood." 

Wticn the pr4|ident concluded the 
reading of his statement, he said he 
did not expect that either party would 
be ready to submit propositions at this 
time, but he asked thern to take into 
consideration what be had said and to 
HUCatS tt I Vclocl. Ha ittM he hoped 
that some propoylttoii might be pre- 
sented at that tmie which would fur- 
^ the basis of an adlnttMMMt.' 
Root Optimistic. 

Becretanr Boot had nearly an hour's 
private conference with the president. 
The secretary was in an optimistic 
mood when he left the White House. 
He said he could hot communicate 
anything further than what had been 
given to the press, but he did not hes- 
itate to express bis individual opinion 



tn the effect that the prospects were 

liright for some satisfactory oucome 
of the negotiations instituted. He 
thought that the strong point of the 
situation «vaa that for first time the 
conflicting elements had been brought 
fairly face to face — in the bull ring as 
lie expressed it — and they were now 
in a i)OHition whore it was Incumbent 
uiM)n them to do something. In other 
words, the ice had been broken as be- 
tween the parties and he was hopeful 
til at when they came together again, 
the way would be paved forsomesort 
of a compromise. 

Mr. Mitchell and his party break- 
fasted and Immediately afterward, Mr. 
Mitchell was Joined by President 
Oomiiets of tlie Feileration of l^ahor. 
They left the hotel together and Mr. 
Mitchell was not seen again until he 
made his appearance at the W^hlte. 
House conference. Mr. Mitchell de- 
clined to discuss tlie situation from 
any point of view in advance of the 
meeting, merely saying that under 
the clreumstanoef he could not be ex- 
pected tb talk. The other members 
of the Mitchell party were i'resident 
Nichols, of District Miners' union No. 
1; President Thomas Duffy, of Dis- 
trict union No. 7, and President J. 
Fahey, of District union No. 9. They 
were In cheerful moods and all con- 
tended that the miners were i)repared 
to hold out indefinitely if their de- 
maudi were not granted, the demands 
still being as originally outlined by 
the Shainokln COnventicm. 

When the conference of the coal 
strike situation had been in progress 
but 15 minutes, the railroad repre- 
sentatives left the conference room 
and were closeted in a room on the 
lower floor of the White House. The 
jreiii ral supposition was that they 
either bad received a proposition and 
had retired to consider It or .had re- 
tired to prepare one of their own. 

Soon after retiring to their room 
the railroad representatives left the 
White House. They refused to say 
anything escept that they were com- 
ing back again for a further confer- 
ence. President Baer was asked by 
a number of newspaper men where 
he could be seen and he responded: 
"Gentlemen, we are trying to get Just 
where we can confer and where you 
cannot see us." 

President Mitchell and his party 
left the White House shortly after 
the railway presidents. 

The representatives of the railroads 
were driven from the White House to 
their sjiecial train in which they re- 
mained at the Baltimore and Ohio sta- 
tion until it was time to leave for the 
second conference. Each had prepar- 
ed a report which he preeented to the 
iir( sident when the eottterenoe reas- 
sembled. 



MOBE 8TSIKEBS OUT. 

9bUeen Hundred 8outh«rn Miners Sus- 
pend Work at Omovrs' Call. 
Birmingham, Ala., Oct. 8.— Presi- 
dent Bdward ' Flypn of the United 
Mine Workers of America, district ot 
Alal)ama, has stated that be had is- 
sued orders for all the miners of 
Tennessee Coal, Iron and Railway 
company at the Pliie Creek ajid B!oo- 
ton mines to suspend work on .Mon- 
day nt xt. About l.iiiiO men will be 
involved, which added to those al- 
ready out In the Pratt mines division, 
will make the total number of strikers 
over 4.000. The strike mows out of 
the refusal of the company to wiili- 
bold aseessn^ntf m94|> by the miners' 
union fbr the anthracite strikers from 
the wages of those miners who object 
to paying It. President Flynn says all 
miners who refuse to pay the assess- 
ment will be expelled. Officials of the 
miners' union are now making a can- 
vass among the miners of the Sloss- 
Sheffield company. 

RevoK In Macedonia 

Constantinople. Oct. 3. — The insur- 
rectionary moVement In Macedonia 
does not appear to have spread to any 
serious extent, although it is feared in 
some quarters that Ae Turkish meas- 
ures for its suppression may exasper- 
ate the villagers and cause neutrals to 
join the revolutionists. The Macedon- 
ian committee's efforts to support tho 
plans of its prdsldent, Oeneval Tson- 
tcheff for a general revolt are handi- 
capped by the hostility of the adher- 
ents of Saraoff, the fcjnner i)resi(li nt. 
who refuse all assistance to the new 
leader. A«eordlnf to news from Bul- 
garian sources upwards of 600 Bulgar- 
ians were recently imprisoned in the 
Mouastir districts. Numerous arrests 
of Alt\anians were made at Constanti- 
nople as a precaution, during the vis- 
it of Grand Duke Nicholas of Russia. 

Norwalk. O.. Oct I.— A oar running 
from Cleveland to Norwalk on the 
Lake Shore Shore Uectrlc railroad, 
was run into by a freight train ou tbo 
Nickle Plate railroad at Berlin 
Heights and badly damaf^d.

Chicago. Oct. 3.— The Republican 
league has closed Its session in this 
city. The last session was called to 
order by President Hamilton and re- 
ceived the reports of committees. The 
committee on resolutions had its re- 
port draughted, but secured a delay 
in Its presentation. It was then re- 
solved to proceed with the 'election of 
officers. J. Hampton Moore of Phila- 
delphia, had no opposition for the 
nomination for president. He was 
placed in nomination by Karl Kuehule 
of Iowa. He was elected by acclama- 
tion. 

The League platform as produced 
by the resolutions eomniittee was 
then presented to the delegates, who 
adopted it without discussion. The 
platform follows: 

"The .National Repuliliran I,eai;ue, 
in its thirteen convent i(jn afSi niblod. 
congratulates the party of Abraham 
Lincoln and our American cltlsenship 
of all parties, upon the prosperity that 
was restored to the wh<de people un- 
der the wise and patriotic polieies 
that signalised the administration ot 
William McKinley In war and in 
peace, and that have been continued 
with energy and fearlessness by the 
soldier statesman, Theodore Roose- 
velt. We give unqualified cumnienda- 
tfc>n to hie administration. We be- 
lieve in his honesty of purpose, ad- 
mire him for his courage, and love 
him for his unswerving I{epul)lican- 
Ism. The convention records its tri- 
bute of grief over the tragic death of 
the beloved American, William McKin- 
ley, and mourn him as the tireless 
(!hampion of American prosperity and 
the dauntless defender of national 
honor. 

The platform declares for the ad- 
mission to the Union of the territories 

of New Mexico, Oklahoma an<l Arizo- 
na, and the extension of a territorial 
form of government to Indian Terri- 
tory, and approves the action of the 
administration In redeeming every 
pledge growing out of the Spanish 
war. It declares for protection to 
American labor, and condemns every 
combination of capital whose purpose 
is self-agrandlsement at the expense 
of the working man. the general pub- 
lic, the nation, or any state or local 
government, or to increase the cost of 
the necessities of life, or, in any way 
to assail the moral, physical or politi- 
cal welfare of the people." 

It protests against child labor, and 
urges a spee<iy adjustment of the coal 
strike. 

The meeting was concluded with an 
address by Senator Beverldge of In- 
diana. 

Other officers were elected as fol- 
lows: Secretary, E. J. Wi eks. Iowa; 
treasurer. Bid H. Redding, Arkan 
sas; vice president, J. J. Sheridan, 
Illinois. The only Contests were over 
the offices of treasurer and vice pres- 
ident, Byron E. Sheffield of Kansas 
having beeo a candidate for the form- 
er, and L. W. Mott of New York for 
the latter. An executive committee to 
serve during the Qew adn^iplstratlon 
was appointed. 

Massachusetts Republicans. 

Boston, Oct. 3.— With evety plan 
matured for quickly and harmoniously 
completing their plafora, the dele> 
gates to the Republican state conven- 
tion assembled In the Boston theater 
and nominated a ticket to be voted for 
in November. Ex-Secretary of the 
Navy John D. Long was chosen as per- 
manent chairman. In assuming the 
chairmanship he delivered a scholarly 
address ui)on the Issues. 

The platform adopted Indorses Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, demands reciprocity 
with Cuba; favors protection, says 
combinations of capital must not be 

pr''judiolal to eonntry's best Int'Te^ts. 
The (.ual strilie is deplored and a so- 
lution hoped for. 

The following ticket was nominated 
by acclamation: Ctovemor, John L.. 
Bales, present lieutenant governor; 
lieutenant governor, Curtis Guild, Jr., 
of Boston; secretary of common- 
wealth, WUIiam M. Olin, Boston: 
treaaui^r receiver general, Edward 8.

— A banquet was 
tendered by the ibislness Men's 
league at the Mi i eat. tile chib to the 
to\ ernor's and coniu-.i; .doners wtio at- 
tended the ceremonies of alloting 
sites for state buildings at the Louis- 
iana purchase exposition. Mr. I. G. 
Baker of St. I.,f)u:s has received a re- 
(piest from Ciovernor Toole of Montana 
to accei)t the site alloied to that state. 
The site will probably be alloted in a 
few days, together wit^ the sites for 
Utah, 'West Virginia and New Hamp- 
shire. .\ b'tter has been received 
from (iovernor Hunt of Puerto Rico, 
who is now In New York city, tnat he 
was unable to attend the allotment 
ceremonies this week and he asks 
that the site be reserved for thai di- 
vision. 

The go%-prnment's fu.OitO.OOO will 
soon become available to the exposi- 
tton company. The city of St. Louis 
has deposited all of its |5,000,000 and 
subscribers to the f5.ono.000 exposi- 
tion stock are paying their olilisations 
so rapidly that all of the S15.U0U,UUU 
will soon be In the treasury of the 
company. 

House Adjourns. 

Columbus. O., Oct. 8. — The code has 

now been read enflr<dy through, sec- 
tion by section, in the houiie of rep- 
resentatives, with the exce])tion of 
the repealing clauses and these have 
been referred to a special committee. 
The house has adjourned to Monday 
evening at which lime the report of 
the cenimittee on repeals will be 
heard. It is expected that the house 
will reach a vote on the bill by Tues- 
day morning. The conference com- 
mittee will also be named at that 
time and the present plan is for the 
house to adjourn for the remainder ot 
the week so that the conference com 
mittee can perform its labors without 
the disturbances which attended the 
meetings of the code committee. At 
the morning session, the civil service 
provisions were all approved with the 
exception of several details which met 
with lio opposition. Representative 
York offered his bill In the shape of 
an amendment but Mr. Citierin raised 
the ix)int of order that the matter con- 
tained In the bill had already been 
gone over and that the amendment 
could not therefore bo received. T!ie 
speaker sustained this point of order 
and the York bill was shelved. 

Pioneer Westerner Dead. 
Denver. Oct. ;{. — General Uels .M. 
Hughes, one of the most noted char- 
acters in the early history of the west, 
is dead at his home In this city of 
pneumonia, after an illness of several 
WHtks. Mr. Hughes was president iti 
the early sixties of tiie overiaihi 
Stage and express company, which op 
erated between the Mlsouri river and 
the Pacific coast. He also was the 
first president of the Denver and I'a- 
cifle railroad and was prcuiiinent in 
other railroad development. Mr. 
Hughes was born In Kentucky in 181t; 
and educated for the law. This luir- 
sttlt he followed with success at per- 
iods during his l!te iititil I wl,eu 
he retired. He begun his legal career 
at St. Joseph, Mo., and served that 
state In the legislature. Mr. Hughes 
was distinguished as a soldiers, bav- 
in:,' SI rved through the Black Hawk 
war witli honor. 
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Troops Protect Non-Unionlsts. 

Mount Carnud, Pa.. Oct. .!.— While 
the Fourth regiment soldiers' train on 
the Northern Central railroad was 
standing In the local yard, a crowd of 
unknown men threw missiles throtigh 
numerous windows of the cars. .No 
one was Injured because all of the 
troops were encamped. Attracted by 
tiie cr^sh of glass, several policemen 
ran to the scene whereupon the mob 
Hed. Colon. d O'N'eil sent a detail ot 
lueti in pursuit but all escaped. The 
train pays morning and evening vis- 
its to collieries between here fnd 
Shamokln to guard against strikers 
assaulting non unionists on their way 
to and from work. 

Want Police Preteetlon. 

New Orleans. Oct 8. — President 
Pearson of the railway company has 
sent a Utter to .Mayor Cai)devb lle an- 
nouncing that the company was pre- 
paring to operate Its enre. Mr. Pear- 
son said the company desired to be 
assured that there would be ample ito- 
lice protection. Mayor Capdevi. lie re- 
plied saying that he would have suf- 
ficient pQllce on hand whenever the 
compaajr vae rmjf9'i9 ^wg^ Its ser- 
vice.

WIRES ARE CUT AND POLES FELLED. 



No Cars Have Been Run But Hope 
Vor Amicable Settlement Is 
Not Abandoned People 
Must Walk. 



New Orleans. Oct. 3.— Th" striking 
street car men who left their posts 
last Sunday morning In an attempt tO 
secure higher wages and a shorter 
day, apparently are masters of tho sit- 
uation, as no attempt had been made 
to start cars on any of the lines. Con- 
siderable destruction of property ot 
the New Orleans Railway company 
was reported as having occurred dur- 
ing the night. It Is probably the re- 
.sult of the statement of tho company 
that it would attempt to run its cars. 
Feed wires were cut, poles chopped 
and other means resorted to to make 
It difficult for the company to operate 
its service. 

The papers contain advertisirifnts 
for 1,000 moturmen and conductors. 
They state that only residents of 
New Orleans need apply. It is not 
considered probable that tln'ie will 
be nimierous resinuis. s ii. th. si' ad- 
vertisements. Telegrams from other 
cities said the company was seeking 
to obtain outside labor, but the com- 
pany Is not willing to ailniit this, and 
refers to its adf eitisi nieiits to show 
that it desires only home labor. The 
strikers, however, are suspicious and 
there were piclo ts at all the railway 
stations in aiuieipation of the arrival 
of foreign laborers. The weather 
conlinuee tine and the discomfort of 
the public in getting from point to 
point is somewhat lessened. Efforts 
are being made by disinterested per- 
sons to brin;-; the represenlativi's of 
the conteitiling facti(uis together. 
Hope has not been abandoned of an 
amicable settlement. Until the com- 
pany attempts to operate cars other 
than thost! carrying the mall there is 
unlikely to tie s. rious disturbance of 
the peace. 

Result Anxiously Awaited. 
New York, Oct. ;).— Rev. J. J. Cur- 
ran of Wilkesbarre, Pa., w-ho has tak- 
en part In the settlement of several 
miners' strikes, sajrs regarding the 
piospects of the coal conference at 
Washington with President Roose- 
velt: ' .\ He i lea and Europe are on 
tiptoes awaiting the outcome of this 
peace counsel, which la of greater na- 
ti-'ii:i' iiiiiMTianre tl;;iti ;my dmnestlc 
en!i 1 1 11 lie. ■ silu'' the elo-i' of the civ- 
il \\.\f. Tie' 1 llliiilti l'.'d <Illlu"j|e must 

be ended at this meeting, nut on terms 
of dishonorable and ignoble capitula- 
tion by either side, bnt on the terms 
of honorali!e compromise and re-estab- 
lishment of t'rieii.lly relations. To ad- 
journ the convention and allow the 
disputants to leave the executive man- 
sion as they entered It wotild be 
nothing short of a national calamity. 
The disptite liinui s no longer upon the 
question as to whether the ojierators 
are going to win and the miners go- 
ing to lose or vice versa, but whether 
coal Is going to he supplied to a clam- 
oring public." 

On a Technicality. 

St. Ix)ula. Oct. 3— When the trial ot 
Robert M. Siiydei-. Iianlvcr and promot- 
er, charged witii liribery in connection 
with the Central Tract'.cm bill, was 
resumed in Judge Ryan's court. Cir- 
cuit Attorney Folk began the task of 
Ijroving that the deiendanl's c.ise did 
not come under tlie statute of limita- 
tion and therefore he was not exempt 
from prosecution. The period of limi- 
tation for bribery in this state is three 
years. It is the state's contention that 
Snyder has been a resident of .New 
York for the greater part oi tl.e time 
since the Central Traction bill was 
passed. In 1898, and cannot therefore 
receive the benefits of the statute of 
limitations. The defease will under- 
take to show that he lives and has 
lived in Kansas City. The question 
will turn on the meaning of the 
wo;-ds "inhabitant" ahd "resident" 
contained in the statute. 



To gettle Friar Question. 

Washlnston, Oct. J.— Three years li 
the period of time now fixed In the 
minds of the officials of the war de- 
partment as requisite for a complete 
settlement of the Philippine friars 
lands question. If It Is to be adjusted 
on the present basis. This appears to 
he an extraordinary waste of time, 
but It is accounted for by the state- 
ment that so m»mf and complicated 
are the land titles to be examined that 
all the resources of the Philippine civ- 
il government cannot satiHfaetorUir 
adjust them in a less time.

LOW TARIFF AND GOOD TIMES. 

The United States and Canada are two 
great countries with a border line 3,000 
miles long. Naturally it might be sup- 
posed that an economic system that 
would Itenetit one would also benefit the 
other. 8ucb, however, doea not appear 
to be the case, If the statesmen In charge 
are to be believed. 

The Kepubliuans who are "it" in the 
management of oar tract ridden govern- 
ment are perfectly certain that the pros- 
perity which they talk eo much about 
(to make lare that we have it) ia dae to 
our high protection policy, inaugarated 
five years ago. Canada lowered her tar- 
iff duties about the time we raised ours 
and the statesmen there are now credit- 
ing their prosperity to theee lower du- 
ties. A recent iiaae of the Toronto Globe 
says: 

If under any acale of datiea the in- 
dustries of a country are proapering, 
higher duties cannot be Joatined even on 
groonda of expediency. The country has 
now been for five yean under a tariff 
very conaiderably lower than that which 
prevailed in toe previous seventeen 
yean, a period amply aufHcient to test 
the efUcaoy of bigh protection. The 

))rosperity of our industries under the 
ow tariff has exceeded that enjuyed un- 
der the high tariff. The result is that 
the extreme protect ion i.-ts are forced 
back upon the idt-a of retaliation pure 
and punple. The I'nited States will not 
hiiy our Koods aa freely as we buy theirs. 
Theref'tre we must cut down our 
American imports until somethinjf like 
eijuality is eutahliehed. Ciermany haH 
made some foolish dlHcriminations 
against Canadian w heat , we miiHt, there- 
fore, aim to strike a blow at <;ermany. 
In ttiis way the word protection loses its 
meaning. What is sought is not the pro- 
tection of our own industries, but the in- 
jury of somebody else's. 

"Let well enough alone and don't 
touch the high tariff," say our Republican 
statesmen. "Let well enough alone and 
don't touch the low tariff," say the Ca- 
nadian Btateamen. Is it poaaible that 
five years of good crops in both these 
coontriea and poor crops in Europe have 
anything to do with oar proeperity? Is 
it certain that we are prosperous at all, 
ontaide of the protected trusts apd the 
farming aeotlooa of the Weet? Will not 
the trusts soon have gobbled up all of 
the surplus prosperity even of these 
Weatem farmers '.'

The Cincinnati tobacco "breaks" are 
now a plaything in the hands of the 
gigantic consolidated tobacco company. 
Five yean ago the aactioii aalea in the 
Immenee warehoniea in the bottoms 
were attended by, besides growerB,aev- 
eral hundred eager bidders— apeeolators, 
broken and bayen tor great independ- 
ent tobacco firms. Competition was 
fierce. A tine article of white hurley to- 
bacco was driven skyward in the auction 
sales. Men could buy hundreds of hogs- 
heads of tobacco when the article was 
cheap, and hold it until tobacco went ap 
again on slim oflerings and in a aingle 
fortnight make a snug profit. 

Thia no longer exists. Speculators 
have disappeared altogether. Whole 
families have thaa been driven to other 
fields of operation in other lines. A 
handful of brokers, a hand to mouth 
boaineaa now accompany the troat bay- 
en around the rooms during the sales, 
furnishing something for the trusts to 
play with. 

The trust fixes the prices. The trust lets 
the warehouse exists by refraining from 
withdrawing its buyers. Tobacco men 
are afraid to whisper words of disap- 
proval of the evil lest their business be 
crushed. 

The tobacco triut controla 75 per cent, 
of the buslnees done on the "breaks." 

Last year the trust i^urchased 30,000,000 
pounds of white hurley tobacco direct 
from the farmen of the Ohio valley. Of 
that quantity '.'0,000,000 pounds would 
otherwise have passed through the great 
local clearing houses. 

A certain manufacturing firm that 
made a certain brand of tobacco famous 
formerly paid 18 and 20c. a pound in this 
market for the choice white hurley to- 
bacco that went into its plug. The trust 
absorbed the firm, and now it pays 8 and 
9 cents a ponod for the tobacco from 
which that aame brand ii mannfaotored. 
The firm that originated the plug in 
question paid 12c. a pound tax and sold 
the tobacco to jobben at SSo. a ponnd. 
Now the trusts pays (>c. a pound tax and 
charges jobbers HSc. a pound for the 
goods. 

Year after year the trast gets nearer 
the farmers who raise white hurley to- 
bacco. Slice after slice is gradually 
chopped from the warebousea. The trust 
allows the farmers just enough to pay 
them to raise the weed. It is building an 
immenae warehouse at Lexington, Ky., 
for leaf<4tripping in the heart of the to- 
bacco districts. Two purposes are in 
view. Cheap labor can be had in smaller 
towns, and it will not be neeeeaary to pay 
freight on the tobacco stems, which are 
waste, if the stemming is done nearer 
the point of prodoction.
